HOOVER'S FORCES

Administration Powers 
Will Work During Holi-

Alarmed by the legislative jam in the 
senate, the republican leadership was 
looking anxiously today for means of 
breaking the deadlock during the holi- 
day recess in a determined effort to 
avoid an extra session in the spring. 

It is the conviction of some senate! - 
republican leaders that fermal assur- 
ance by President Hoover that he will

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—This football essentially is a team game, which 
makes this annual futility of picking the all-America eleven just that. 
The all-America eleven is not going to play anybody. If it could be in- 
duced to play just one fair university team that had been working to- 
gether for a season, and whose players had a definite objective, that 
would be the end of any serious consideration of an all-America eleven. 

Something of the sort was tried out last Sunday when a mixed team 
of Notre Dame stars, a majority of whom had:been nominated as members 
of some all-America team or other, went up against the professional New 
York Giants and were soundly beaten. The Notre Dame team of All 
Stars or all-Americas was coached by Mr. Knute Rockne, too; that is 
they had eight hours of Rockne coaching and that is supposed to be quite 
as good as eight months coaching by any other football strategist. 

There were two facts brought out? 
in this game. Football players must 
be in perfect physical condition. The 
Four Horsemen. who made up part of 
the All-Notre Dame team, had been 
out of the game tor a considerable 
period, so naturally they had _ soft- 
ened up a bit. 

Then, too, the All-Notre Dame 
team lacked the inspiration and 
the close community of interest 
that brings a football team te 
gether.

Butler Suggests 
Endowment End 
To Gate-Seeking 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—(7)— 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, in his an- 
nual report today suggested a per- 
inanent endowment by alumni to 
end the importance of gate receipts 
and put all sports on an equal 
basis. 

Calling attention to current criti- 
cism of the manner in which inter- 
collegiate athletics, especially foot- 
ball, are conducted, Dr. Butler said: 

“The enormous cost of football 
and the enormous revenues pro- 
duced are a constant and justifia- 
ble source of academic as well as 
publie criticism, 

“If all colleges would consistently 
restrict themselyes to participants 
of undoubted academic qualifications 
and without any financial induce- 
ment or assistance to participate in 
athletics, “the situation would be 
simple. Upright institutions are 
punished on the playing fields. 

“An outright, adequate and per- 
manent athletic endowment by the 
alumni would at one stroke bring 
to an end the importance and in- 
fluence of gate receipts and put 
baseball, golf, rowing and football 
on an equal basis.” 

He suggested an athletic league 
of nations might be needed to end 
the abuses he sees threatening the 
whole scheme of intercollegiate ath- 
letics.,

Edward F. McGrady, géneral organ- 
izer and legislative representative at

B. Mifflin Hood has just returned 
from Texas with an order for 75 car- 
loads of roofing tile for Randolph 
field, San Antonio, Texas. Recently 
orders have been received for over 
200 carloads of roofing tile for the 
various government activities in air- 
ports,, camps, forts and _ postoffices, 
One of this company’s plants Is op 
erating full time on an order for a 
million quarry floor and wall tile 
for New York: state hospitals and 
prisons.

Through 
research it. is expected that the grad- 
uates of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology will develop trained ceramists 
who will solve these problems and 
put them within reach of customers 
in the south at lower cost. 


CARNEGIE GROUP 
CALLS FOR PEACE

tees of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace today made pub- 
lie a ‘statement prepared by Elihu 
Root, former president of the endow- 
ment; Nichola’ Murray.
